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1. In accordance with refer^nces, was asked on 

8 May 1962, lf he knew a Jonas DAINAUS KAS. bom 21 January 1904 in 
Kaunas, Llthuanla . _ ^~) stated that he knew DAINAUSKAS only 

slightly and had roet hlm only once for a few minutes in Hamburg, būt 
that he had recently leamed s ome Information about his actlvities— 
a repojTt that DAINAUSKAS is now in the United States — from 
CL- 2U* friends and relatives since he submi^>^ a r«jv>rt on 

DAINAUSKAS to C- J in 1958. C- j further 

stated that DAINAUSKAS ls a very sušpicious person who isinlstrusted 
by the exiled Lithuanians and that he was surprised to hear that he 
was allowed to enter the United States.

a. Subject’ s Actlvities : 



1) Subject is about fifty-five years old, bom In 
Llthuanla, and formerly a Llthuanian Citizen. He graduated In 1924 from 
the State High School "Aushra" In Kaunas, Llthuanla, then attended the 
Llthuanian University In Kaunas where he probably studled law. Durlng 
his univeristy years, he belonged to the Neo-Llthuania fratemity. He 
was then employed at the Department of State Security, Llthuanian 
Ministry of Justice, where he worked under the Llthuanian administratlon 
untll about 194o. Durlng the Gerraan occupatlon of Llthuanian, 1941-44, 
he apparently retained his position at the Department of State Security 
under the Gestapo. A t the end or right after the end of World War II, 
he landed in Poland, where he claimed he became a Poli3h Citizen and 
obtained a Job with the Polish Government, probably in sonie agrlcultural 
Office, His wife and children emigrated from Westem Europe, probably 
from West Germany, to the United States sometime after World War II. 

2) In 1956 or 1957 he arrived in West Germany and after 
a while went to live in Paris, France. During his stay in West Germany 
and in France, he did not ha ve any employment and apparently lived from 
šone support he received from his family in the United States and from 
sorae free-lance Joumallstic work. In Paris he planned to obtain a 
scholarship and do postgraduate work toward a doctor’s degree at the 
Sorbonne University. 
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3) From Germany or France he applied for a United 
States immigration visa to Join his family in the United States, būt he 
claimed that his visa was delayed because of falše derogatory Informa- 
tion about himself which local Lithuanian exiles were reporting to the 
American authorities. 



4) Whlle living in France, he made freąuent trips to 
Germany and Austria, where he told all his old acąuaintances he was on 
a ‘“very important mission” to interviev# refugees who were expected from 
Poland and other Conrounist countries in order to extract ''interesting 
information" from them. He bragged about this actlvity among the 
Lithuanian exile community in Germany and Austria, būt never mentioned 
who was sponsoring his collection o f information, although there was 
always the implication that his activities had the approval of the 
French Government because of his f re e dora to exit and r^-enter France 

as a stateless person. 

5) In 1961 or 1962 Subject went to the United States 
apparently on a visitor’s or entry visa, where he is residing at present. 
Subject plans to publish sorae historical Lithuanian documents which he 
obtalned in France, although a f ome r friend (IDENriTY/3) in Paris 
claims he stole the document from her and wants to recover it before 
Subject publishes it in the United States, No other information on 
Subject's activities or income is knovm. 

b. Subject *3 Knovm Contacts in Westem Europe : 

The folloHing persons, name d in the sep&rate cover 
Identlty Lisl; are known contacts of Subject in Westem Europe: 



1) IDENTITY/1 - Former classmate in State High School 
"Aushra" in Kaunas, now living in Austria. Subject paid an unexpected 
visit to IDENTITY/l in the summer of 1958 or the spring of 1959* 
Apparently, he got IDENTlTf /l ' s address from IDEOTITY/3 in Paris or 
from H£NTm/4 in Munlch. This visit o f Severai hours was the only 
contact wlth Subject since Lithuanla. He also complalned about the 
unfriendly and even hostile attitude of Lithuanian exiles in Paris 
toward him and blamed the ir "intrigų' " for his f illure to obtain a 
United States visa. During the visit Subject bragged to ITENTITY/l 
about his "very ImportaOt mission" to contact refugees, and so forth, 
on his trips tp Germany and Austria. This contact was prior to Subject's 
contact wlth J in Hamburg, and Subject did not show any special

2) JDENTITY/2 - Probably knew Subject wit,hln the 
Lithuanian exile community of Paris, where IDENriTY/2 resides, IDENTITY/2 
discussed Subject and IDENriTY/3 with C ^jand ZTENTITY/l, com- 

menting that members of the Lithuanian coiony HMParis, including fhu 
LIUTKUS, the Lithuanian (exile govemment) diplomatic representatlve 
there, try to avoid contact with Subject because of his suspicious past. 
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3) IDENTITY/3 - Close female friend in Paris, A 
mentally unbalanced Lithuanian exile who has llved in Paris since the 
end of World War XI. IDEHTITY/3 has close contact with a Lithuanian 
exile (name unknown) who is suspected by the Lithuanian community in 
Paris of being a Soviet informant. After Subject went to the United 
States, the relationship between Subject and IDENTITf/3 broke up and 
IDENriTY/3 now accuses Subject of stealing a valuable historical document 
of Lithuanian orlgln from her and trylng to publish it in the United 
States, 
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IDENTnY/4 - Close friend in Munich, ĮDĖMI 1 ITY/4 
vras Subject' s secretary when he vras employed by the Department of State 
Security in Lithuania. Whenever Subject travels to southem Germany or 
Austrla, he stops to visit IDENTITY/4 and IDEMTITY/Vs faraily.

J Cocnnents on Subject : 



1) It seems ve ry unusual that a Lithuanian refugee, 
who fled from the Soviets, would be able to cbtain Polish citizenship 
and would be able to obtain a govemment Job in Convnunlst Poland as 
Subject clalms, As a rule, all Llthuanians who were stranded ln Poland 
at the end of World War II were handed over to the Russiane and then 
shlpped back to Soviet Lithuania, The only known exception was roade for 
former Lithuanian citizens of Polish orlgin. It is also hard to belleve 
that a person who vrorked for the Lithuanian security forces in prevrar 
Lithuania and probably even for the Gestapo during World War II could 
obtain a Job wlth the Communlst governroent in Poland. 



2) It 3eems strange that Subject, whose famlly Kas 
ltving in the West, stayed in Poland for such a long period (more than 
ten years) vrithout trylng to escape to the West earlier. His method of 
escape in 1956 or 1957 is also unclear and open to suspicion, 

3) Subject' s activity during the period of his resi- 
dence in Westem Europe (Germany and France) ralght lead to the assuroption 
that Subject had resuraed his old trade (intelligence) and vras collecting 
and selling Information to s ome intelligence Service or that he was uslng 
this activity, which he did not hesitate to reveal to his frlends and 
acąuaint&nces, as a cover for some other kind of intelligence assignment. 
Honever, it mušt also be pointed out that, because of Subject' s tendency 
to brag about his actlvities and the iraportance of his assignment s and 
successes, Subject is not taken vary seriously by most Lithuanian exiles 
vrho know him, 

4) ln conclusion, Judging from Subject* s rather shaky 
story on his legal residence and work in Poland, hls late and sudden 
appearance in Western Europe, his actlvities ln Germany and Austria, 
and his association wlth IDENTITY/3 in Paris, Subject appears to be a 
shady character who cannot be trusted and who can be suspected of working 
for some intelligence servlce, even the oppositlon. 

5) H)ENTITY/1 and H)ENTITY/2 were sources of all 
current Information on Subject, since only the data on Subject's back- 
ground in Lithuania iz knovm personally to ^ 
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3 . We ha v e no objection to the p&ssing of ^ _ -T\ 

report and conroents on Jonas DAIKAUSKAS to ODENVY or any other 
Inte re s t ed GDYOKE agency.
